ALLEGED FLAW IN. THE 
PREVIOUS FINDING 


BUT DECISION UPHELD 


That it was an easy thing for 
anyone to miss a ship and that it 


had been done many times by mer- 
cantile marine officers was the plea 
urged by Mr. J.T. Prior on. behalf 
of Mr. W. C. Cy Becks, formerly 
chief officer on board the 4.5. 
“Kwong Fook Cheong.” ” 2 

’ Mr. Becks, it will be recalled, was 
tried bya Marine Court of Enquiry 
for absenting himself from his ship 
on August 2, and he was found 
wuilty of misconduct. His ticket 
was then suspended for three 
months. 

‘A ye-hearing of the case had been 
applied for on the ground that the 
tickets of - officers gould only be 
suspended if found guilty of 
“vross” misconduct, and that since 
Mr. Becks had not been adjudged 
guilty of that offence, but only of 
misconduct, the finding was there- 
fore “bad.” 

The case was,re-heard this morn- 

_ ing at the Marine Court with 
Commander G. F. Hole, R.N. (Har- 
bour Master) sitting as Stipendiary 
Magistrate.. The assessors’ were 
Mieut.-Comdr. L. G, Addington, 
R.N. (H.M.S, “Tamar”),- Capt. G. 
Mathews (‘Mau Sang’), Capt. A- 
Campbell ("Sai On"), and Capt. 
A. H. Brown (“Kwong Tung”). 

Master’s Evidence 

Evidence was taken again. The 
first witness called was Capt. 
William Parritt, master of the ss. 
“Kwong Fook Cheong.” He said 
that the ship left Hong Kong on 
August 2, at about 645 p.m. 
Shortly afterwards he discovered 
that Mr. Becks was not on board. 
The vessel returned to Hong Kong 
on the morning of August 4, 

As a result of Mr. Becks missing 
the ship without, his (witness’s) 
permission he was summoned before 
the Magistrate for leaving port 
without a mate on board. He was 
convicted and a fine of $15 was im- 
posed on him. 

Dead Drunk? 

Mr. J. T. Prior, who appeared for 
Mr. Becks, asked witness if it was 
not a fact that Mr. Becka had re- 
joined the ship at the first avail- 
able opportunity. + 

Witness replied that Mr, Becks 
came back to the ship on August 4, 
but, previous to that, he had seen 
him lying dead drunk on the deck 
of the 3.8, “On Lee.” 

My. Prior: How do you know 
that he was dead drunk?--Because 
1 smelt it. 

How long had Mr. Becks been 
under you before he missed his 
ship?—He joined on July 8 and he 
missed his ship on August 2. 

Did you find him a competent 
officer ?—I did not. 

- When you were fined $16 did you 
not instruct your solicitor, Mr. 


Strellett, to say that Mr. Becks was 
a fully qualified officer and that you 
had learned to depend on him?—I 
did not have any reason for depend- 
ing on him more than the fact that 
he tholds a mate ticket and was 
entitled to the job. : 


Did Not Want Him

MAUKET REPORT OF THE IRISH 
LINEN SOCIETY 
Flax (lrish).—The reports of the 
new crop are very good,. and if 
weather conditions. are favourable for 
harvesting it should be remunerative 

for growers. . 
Courtrai—-Sapplies .are stil]. small 
ax workers are busy saving the new 
crop or retting on the Lys. The 
small quintities offered have been 
hought a’ unchanged prices. 
Latvian—The Government recently 


‘turned down a firm order for con- 


siderzble bulk at about £5. per ton 
under their quotations. Negotiations 
gre now aff, but possibly may be re- 
sumed. if the Flax Department would. 
show signs of meeting the market, 
The new crop has made satisfactory 
progress and is. now in flower. 
Esthonian—Unsold stocks are now 
very moderate. Dealers say. they are 
quite prepared to hold their balances 
unti! the Autumn rather than submit 
to further price reductions. The 
acreage under flax is caleulated to be 
10/15 per cent. less than last year, 
but the crop is looking very well. ~ 
Lithuanian.—A small running busi- 
ness is going on. Quotations for 
good assortments are steady. - 
Soviet—The Russians are still sell- 
ing a fair bulk parcels of flax and 
tow, but the best of their holding 
hay now been cleared. It is report- 
ed that there is an increased sow- 
ing. ie 
yarn —There is a steady demand 
for yarns against actual cloth re- 
quirements, a’ Weavers’ yarn stocks 
have been on a minimum basis for a 
considerable time past. The termina- 
tion of the annual -holidays brought 
out a sntisfactcry accumulation of 
business to be dealt with, and last 
week some quantity contracts were 
fixed that will make a sensible differ- 
ence in the production of the spin- 
nets affected. Prices all round are 
firmer, and in some. cases advances 
have been paid to secure continuity 
of quality. oS 
Weavers—July has been - a more 
active ‘month than June, and a coh- 
siderable business has been done. 
Firmer conditions prevail, and manu- 
facturers find it more difficult to_get 
yarns at the prices they offer. This 
firm tone in the yarn market should 
help business, and it is gratifying to 
have this condition at the opening 
of the Autumn buying season. 
Manufacturers ‘have been very busy 
quoting for the various. ranges of 
American linen goods. Some of 
their, cliente are either on the way 
or going out shortly, and it is hop- 
ed satisfactory business wil! result. 
Unfortunately, we have again to re- 
port tha; the basis on which linen 
contracts have been arranged is un- 
remunerative, and advances must be 
obtained. in many directions if manu- 
faeturers are to bresk even... 
Merchants.—The accumulation of 
orders reaching merchants during the 
local holidays was well up to the 
average, and assorted over. a wide 
range of linen goods. The merchant 
end of ‘he trade will be more con- 
cerned during the next few weeks 
with shipment of orders already plac~ 
ed than with booking fresh business. 
Travellers are preparing to start on 
their usual trips abroad, and the 
prospects of autumn demand will not 
be known until first cables are re- 
ceived.. Prices remain at a level, 
which must be more satisfactory to 
buyers than they are to sellers. 
Dress Linens.—Conditions are de- 
eidedly more hopeful for next season 
and some advance orders for colour- 
ed dress linens and linen suitings for 
men’s wear have been placed since 
the holidays. Ali reports recently 
received indicate a better demand for 
these goods in the U.S.A. market, 
and owing to the continued hot 
weather stocks in many cases have 
been cleared. : 


- BRITAIN HELPS GERMANY 


‘Great Britain was “Germany's best 
customer during the first quarter of 
the cuirent year. Germany’s total 
export of wares in this period amount- 
ed to £153,100,000, or £1,300,000 more 
than in the previous quarter; whilst 
the share taken by Great Britain in- 
creased by £600,000 to £14,850,000. 

The - principal British purchases 
were textiles, £3,150,000; iron and 
steel, £1,550,000; chemical products, 
£1,050,000; machinery, £750,000; food- 
stuffs, 41,100,000; and electro-technic 
products, £500,000, 

German imports during the quarter 
declined by £6,700,000 to £167,800,000. 
The -United States easily headed the 
list of supplying nations, with goods 
to the value of £26,056,000. 
Britain came second with £11,650,000, 
But whilst the American sales to 
Germany decreased by £1,600,000, 
the. British advanced. by £350,000. 
The British sales to Germany includ- 
ed: . Foodstuffs, £1,050,000; . textile 
raw materials and yarns,  £3,600,000; 
ores and metals, £650,000; skins and 
hides, £450,600; woven materials and 
other textile wares, £1,500,000; and 
furs, £1,300,000. hs

MANCHESTER WEEKLY MARKET 
REPORT --. 


Wednesday, August 7, 1929. 

Mesers. James F, Hutton & Co., 
Ltd., Manchester, state: ‘With the 
continued stoppage of the mills owing 
to the wages dispute, trade has neces- 
sarily been thoroughly~ disorganised. 
With the present: position, it is es- 
timated that about 90 per cent. of 
the textile machinery. of Lancashire 
is stahding idle and under these cir- 
cumstances there is very little cloth 
or yarn on offer. Overseas buyers 
are naturally loathe to place their 
requirements with the present uncer- 
tainty of delivery time, and prefer 
to await further developments before 
proceeding. Although both the opera- 
are. each 
adopting a ‘determined attitude to 
their arguments, it is felt that some 
settlement will be ‘arrived at in the 
near future. The situation is un- 
doubtedly acute and is causing much 
uneasiness in trade circles, Reports 
are coming to hand from the United 
States of the erop’s progress, and on 
the whole these are proving satisfac- 
tory. The first Government estimate 
of production is now anxiously await- 
ed during the next day or so, and 
market operators hope to gather 
some inkling as to the future course 
of values from this report. 

Unsettled Conditions 

Considering the unsettled conditions 
experienced during the week, enquiry 
has proved quite satisfactory but it 
has also proved very difficult to ar- 
range business. Of the Indian out- 
lets, Calcutta and Bombsy have en- 
quired for light fancy styles and 
dhooties, whilst Cawnpore and the 
up country markets have been -prin- 
cipally interested in dyed. and print- 
ed styles. Latest advices from China 
have not been enconraging and clear- 
ances at the auctions “in Shanghai 
continue to be reduced. Business for 
the Straits and “the Near East has 
been very restricted, but there is evi- 
dence that when conditions return to 
normal an improved demand will be 
forthcoming. South America and the 
Continent have offered for small. 
lines of -speciality : styles and dress 
cloths, which.in some_instances have 
resulted in, business,- Home trade de- 
mand remains fairly brisk, whilst the 
Colonies have also taken up odd 
clearing lines. The yarn market has 
been in a state of chaos, and there 
has not been. any rush for the limit- 
ed output 
Egyptian counts. _ 


GAS SUPPLY IN GERMANY 


Long-distance gas supply and trans- 
mission, one of the problems brought be- 
fore the recent World Power Confer- 
ence, is only part of the great German 
Landesplanung (land settlement) pro- 


blem which dates back to - pre-war |- 


time. The scheme aims at the general 
techncial and economical development 
of the resources of the country in 
order. to promote productivity and in- 
dustty and to facilitate traffic. This 
meant, in the first instance, that it 
was necessary to make energy avail- 
able everywhere, and not only near 
the great coal and lignite fields on the 
Ruhr, in Central Germany and in 
Silesia. The assignment to. Poland of 
part of the Silesian mines put the 
Ruhr into a very prominent position, 
and one of the early projects embraces 
supply systems from Westphalia and 
the brown coal deposits on the lower 
Rhiae.: The main arteries now extend 
in two branches, via Hanover and Ber- 
lin, and via Kassel, Leipzig and Dres- 
den, both to Breslau in Silesia, whilst 
another artery: goes via Frankfurt to. 
Munich, which is to be joined via 
Nurnberg to Leipzig, Berlin 
and Stettin. Supply further north. is 
aiso to start from-Hanover to Bremen 
and Hamburg. The energy is to be 
distributed partly as electricity and 
partly as gas—eoal gas from 
coal’ and lignite, and  coke-oven 
gas. Oils. from coal and 
from furnace gases, distributed from 
the Luna works, as well as. primary 
water power, also come into the 
scheme. Though the general project 
concerns the whole of Germany, 
special schemes are being worked out 
in the Rhineland, Bavaria, Wurttem- 
berg, Saxony, &e.

WHY VARIATIONS’ OCCUR: AN 

oe EXPLANATION,

Arising out of the official corres- 
pondence with -the Statistical Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade regard-- 
ing the statistics of exports of cot- 
ton piece goods to Brazil during 
April last, the Secretary . of ‘the 
Chamber and the Assistant Secretary 
of the Statistical. Department of the 
Board of Trade, Mr. A. W. Flux, 
C.B., have exchanged personal and 
unofficia! letters discussing the diffi- 
culties merchants oceasionally have in 
relating the figures for a particular 
month to what they know to have 
been the ‘trade situation in -that 
month. Mr. Flux’s observations seem 
to. be of such usefulness and interest 
that we extract and reproduce por- 
‘tions for the information of members 
generally. - 

In‘ the first place, Mr. Flux draws 
attention to certain parts of the .ex- 
planatory notes which introduce every 
issue of the “Accounts relating to 
Trade and Navigation of the United 
Kingdom,” and reading as follows:—

eounts.”—-Under the provisions of the

Mr. Flux continues: “The conse- 
quence of these arrangements is that 
while some merchants notify arrivals 
and shipments promptly, other mer- 
chants take a part, or the whole, of 
the days of grace allowed to them, 
and the individual figures of any 
particular monthly account may vary 
within: a considernble range- from 
what would represent the actual 
_movement -of geods in the month: 
the degree of variation depends en- 
tirely on the extent -to which mer- 
chants avail themselves of the -addi- 
tional time allowed to them, apart 
j from the effect of -. amendments of 
earlier entries, The suggestion that

GROWING IMPORTANCE 

In the official notes on the 
works provided for in the draft 
Estimates for 1980 one cannot 
but be struck by the frequency of 
the phrases “Growing Import- 
The 
former phrase is used, naturally, 
to the greatest extent in dealing 
with the work to he earried om 
next year in Kowloon and the 
New Territories. . For roads in 
Kowloon, for instance, the sum of 
$150,000 is included, with the 
explanation that it has been 
found necessary to increase this 
Vote to meet the requirements of 
the “rapid development” that is 
taking place. Miscellaneous 
drainage works will absorb 
$180,000 to meet the require- 
ments of the “rapid development” 
that is taking place.. For an ad- 
ditional 100 Line - Telephone 
Exchange switchboard for Kow- 
loon $5,000 is required to meet 
the “normal expansion.”

SHOOTING THE MOON 


ROCKET THAT CAME BACK 
AFTER “NOISY FLIGHT” | 


INVENTOR UNPERTURBED 

A rocket designed to travel at a 
speed of 5,000 miles an hour to the 
moon came back to earth after a 
brief but extremely noisy _ flight. 
Although the rocket, invented by 
Professer Robert H. Goddard, of 
Clark University, negotiated only a 
few thousand feet of its scheduled 
238,857-mile course, it created al- 
most as much excitement as though 
it actually had reached its destina- 
tion and returned. Houses trem- 
bled, and reports that an aeroplane 
had fallen were circulated when the 
rocket, about nine feet long and 
loaded with hight explosives, blew 
up and shot back to the ground at 
a farm in Auburn. It appeared as 
a large flaming mass which went 
several thousand feet into the air 
and then expleded and dropped 
back to earth with a terrific roar. 
Police and residents found Profes- 
sor Goddard and several associates 
calmly examining the racket, which, 
like a boomerang, had returned al- 
most to its exact starting-point, It 
was said that the gases designed 
to propel the rocket had exploded 
simultaneously instead of at regu- 
lar intervals as intended. Profes- 
sor Goddard, however, asserted that 
his experiment had been more suc- 
cessful than anticipated, for the 
rocket’s flight was only one of a 
series to test his theory that it was 
possible to shoqt such a projectile 
to the moon, . The rocket appeared 
to be constructed of light steel. It 
was 9-ft. long and 2%-ft. in 
diameter. The vent had a cone- 


, Shaped cavity through which the 


gases of combustion were expelled 
with explosive violence, furnishing 
the motive power. An 80-ft. tuwer 
of steel lattice work, standing in a 
hay field, was the starting-point of 
the rocket’s flight, whilst Professor 
Goddard and his associates, includ- 
ing a woman, took refuge in a 
bomb-proof shed, about 75-ft. from 
the tower. :

TEA DRINKERS 


ee AMERICAN CUSTOM 
5 IN CANADA

The numbers of; people travelling 
in Canada from the United States 
of recent years undoubtedly has 
directed the attention of Canadian 
cooks and caterers more to the 
making of coffee than before. 
Coffee on the dining cars of the 
Canadian National Railways, where 
tens of thousands of Americans 
travel each summer, is made care- 
fully. 

Only one gallon of coffee is made 
at one preparation on a dining car. 
Full attention is riven to “steeping” 
through a trieoldtor, to procure 
full value from the coffee. . 

Tea, points out Mr. -Pratt, long 
before it was popular as a bever- 
age, was used as a medicine, later 
as vegetable or the main in- 
gredient-of sweet stew'boiled with 
rice, chestnuts and " condiments. 
Since tea came in as a beverage mer-

Almost all tea nowadays is a blend. 

The . most important facter in 
making good tea is to put in the 
proper quantity and to steep it with 
freah boiling water. It should be 
made a few minutes before it is re- 
quired for use and allowed to stand 
for the necessary steeping. Tea, 


| if possible, should be. made in an 


earthenware pot and. prepared _ in 
smal! quantities at a time. 

Camping and trial parties in the 
Rocky Mountains greatly favour tea 
as compared to coffee for an out- 
door’s drink.

WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 


Fro whatever point of view the 
situation’ is reviewed, it is impossible 
te get Away from the fact that a eer- 
tain amount of uneasiness exists in 
ericket circles in tezard to the form of 
the England players in ‘the Test 
matches so far played this season 
agsinst South Africa. Coming home 
fram a triumphant tour in’ Australia 
in which, as every onc knews, the only 
defeat sustained: was in the fifth re- 
presehtative engagement, our players 
were expected to- accomplish. grent 
things: against the comparatively —in- 
experienced’ young men “under the 
leadevship of H. G. Deane. Yet what 
do we find? They have had to rest 
content with a draw in each of the 
games at Birmingham and Lord’s be- 
fore pYoceeding to a vietory at “Head- 

And in order to achieve this 
Jatest success, recourse was had to the 
expedient of bringing in Frank 
Woolley,. about whom very many 
people. held the opinion that, for him, 
Test cricket was a thing of the past. 

It will be granted that in the first 
two matches the Selection Committee 
did their utmost to give our young 
players the opportunity of showing if 
they were yet ripe for big cricket. 
No fault can, of course, be found with 
this procedure, for, with the Austra- 
jians coming here next summer, the 
future had to be looked to.” Taken in 
eojunetion with the third encounter, 
the experiment went rather to show 
that we must still-rely upon cur older 
players for the best assistance in en- 
abling us to win-our Tests, even if one 
cannot resist the impression that the 
Selectors were in. rather a hurry to 
drep those cricketers to. whom they 
awarded their first England caps, 

So, although we are one vietory to 
the good over South Africa, and that, 
but for. defective light we should,. in 
all probability. have won at Lord’s, 
it must not be forgotten that in every 
match. England were, at one point or 
another, in no little-danger. At Bir. 
mingham: we had six men out for 128; 
on the last day at Lord’s five wickets 
were down. for 117, and we were not 
then 100 runs ahead; while at Leeds 
only the great. match-winning abilities 
of Woolley removed the feeling of dis: 
comfort -when,. on a worn wicket on 
the last day, 74 runs were still requir- 
ed when ‘the fifth wicket fell, and of 
those-left Larwood was “handicapped 
by- a damaged foot. ‘These several 
Points clearly suggest that, as a team. 
England are at the moment not the 
wonderful combination they showed 
themselves to be last winter against 
Australia. aes 


The Place of Youth 


That being so, one is inevitably 
drawn to the conclusion that, were the 
Australians here instead of the South 
Africans, England might find them- 
selves hard pushed to escape - defeat: 
Perhaps the time is ripe, therefore, to 
offer some observations on the relative 
strength of the three countries as 
afforded by what we saw in Australia 
during the recent tour, and what has 
already taken place here this summer. 

ALP. BY Chapman said in his speech 
at the dinner given by the Lord Mayor 
at the Mansion Housé recently, Eng- 
land need be under no false impres- 
sions in regard to the task they will , 
“have before them next season..

It will be-seen that 
from these, Australia. could pick an 
eleven capable of. very great things; 
fine batting strength, useful and 
varied bowling, a first-rate wicket-keep- 
er, and excellent fielding all round. In 
Ryder, Kippax, Jackson, and Bradman 
not to mention Ponsford, are batsmen 
able to score at sufficiently rapid pace 
for three-day matches, while Woodtul!

RARE PIECES 


Forty-two imporlant pieces of 
Chinese procelain have -been  bé- 
queathed to the Victoria and Albert 
and the British Museums under the 
will of Mr. Henry Blackwall Harris, 
37, Kensington-square. Mr. Harris 
was an enthusiastic collector and a 

“member of.the Oriental’ ‘Ceramic 
Society, and his bequest was con-! 
ceived “in the moat liberd] terms,” 
permitting selection, it is stated, by 
the museum authorities. ; 

For the Victoria and. Albert 
Museum nineteen pieces, ranging in) 
a from. the Sung Dynasty (960. | 

279) to the middle of the eigh- 
oath century, have been selected. 
The most modern is-a rare bowl | 
minutely painted with birds in the 
style of Ku-yueh hsuan. The 
Sung pieces include an. exquisite 


“wins-pot_of ying ching (“shadowy |" 


blue”) ware, and the Ming dynasty 
is representéd by a stem-cup painted 
in underglaze red with three 
fishes, and bearing the mark of: 
Hsuan Te; a large Cheng Te 
enamel-painted vase, and a beauti- 
ful red’ and yellow bowl.: of the 
reign of Wan Li. a 

Dragon Box" 

Among the British Museum's 
twenty-three .specimens are seven 
pieces of Sung ware, including a 
vase and bowl of Ju type, with 
ying ch’ing glaze; a shallow bow! 
of ivory white Ting ware, with en- 
graved designs inside dnd out; a 
lavender-blue Chun-Kuan dish with 
lovely purple splashes, and a fine! 
celadongreen dish with raised 
dragon designa. There are six 
Ming specimens, including a re- 
markable box with incised dragons 
and lotus scrélis coloured turquoise 
green in a deep blue ground, and 
two dishes with ecloured . designs 
in yellow ground. 


Post-Ming pieces include ‘a, lovely ; 


figure of Kuan-yin, standing on a 
crayfish, in cream-white Fukien pro- 
celain; a yellow libation glazed cup 
with green handle in the form of 
a lizard-dragon; a cylindrical vase 
of exquisite creamy white, © “soft 
paste” poreelain, carved with lotus 
serolis in low relief; a bottle -with 
pale lavender (clair de lune) glaze;

pitious, it is confidently believed 
that he will exceed his present 
record by at least 15 miles an hour.

An action has been brought in 
the Federal Court by the United 
States Navigation Company, which 
runs a fleet of cargo boats between 
New York and Europe, to obtain an 
injunction to prevent 13 British 
Trans-Atlantic steamship lines, 
including the Cunard. and White 
Star. lines, from. “conspiring to 
restrain the foreign commerce of 
the United States.” The defendants 
are charged under the  Anti- 
Sherman Trust Act with coercing 
the shippers ‘by refusing .to carry 
shipments at contract rates for any 
who give business to the plaintiffs. 
It is stated as an instance that. the 
Standard Oil Company of New. 
Jersey, were thereby forced last 
year to disregard. their customer's 
instruction to ship by the United 
States Navigation Company. : 

The complaint says that the 
United States Navigation Com- 
pany carries under five per 
cent. general cargo «from the 
north Atlantic to United King- 
dom ports, and «that the 
defendants. are attempting to 
<liminate even that. 

Inquiries in. British shipping 
circles elicit the view that the action 
is not regarded very seriously.— 
Reuter. 


LABOUR'S DENIAL

SAYS “HERALD”

‘The 
issue at The Hague was not a 
mere matter of £2,400,000 annual- 
ly, but fair play and respect for 
Britain's rights. He expressed 
-optimism as regards the outeome 
of th itish-American naval dis- 
eussions, and did not think that 
those difficulties which had arisen 


were going to beat men of good- 
will- and sincere purpose. It 
ought to be clearly stated that 
they were not making alliances 
with America. America was much 
too wise to make a‘ European al- 
iance unless in the form of an 
agreement to use moral influences 
and establish peace. “I shal! be 
optimistic unti] the end, which is 
certainly not in sight,” he declar- 
ed.— Reuter.
